Project Description: 

The purpose of the proposed project is to modify the San Luis Breakwater to reduce coastal 
erosion and intensity of waves into the harbor.

The proposed project activities include:
· Replacing stone along the 2,400-foot long and 20-foot wide breakwater;
· Conducting repair work from the leeward side of the breakwater;
· Raising the elevation of the breakwater by three feet;
· Resetting 29,000 tons of existing stone;
· Adding 60,000 tons of new stone; 
· Excavating sediment adjacent to the leeward side of the breakwater; and
· Placing the excavated material in an adjacent area to create an engineered eelgrass 

bed. 

No mitigation is proposed.
